wo have tied and dyed fubrica in our 
drosses, in our scafs, in our sashes, 
in cur house fjowns. in our home de- 
corations. Every where we go wo see 
them and no two are alike. 


That IB tho beautv of tied and dyed 


•work. 
Ono piece can never bo like 
tho next, because it is original hand 
work and, although it is ever so sim- 
ple to do once you understand the 
trick, onft piece never turns out ex- 
actly llket tho lust, no matter how 
diligently you may try to make ii so. 


The appeara.ice of a tied and dyed 
fabric is of a pattern that makes a 
swlrL of one color or of several colors 
and this pattern can bo repeated in- 
definitely to make an all-over designs.

The process proes like this: 
Tou 
take a knot of the material—as much 
as you want to die—and let that stick 
out in a. little bunch. Then you wind

Senator 
Johnson 
of 
California, 
prominent Republican

issued a statement ironically critical of 
the administration's proposal and de- 
claring the United States would not 
go into the League. "If," said Sena- 
tor Johnson "we now do what is asked 
the situation is this: 
"We are in part of the league. By 
reservations we are out of the part of 
tho league we are in. The part of the 
league we are In and from which by 
reservations wo sret out functions as a 
part of the league without our assist- 
ance.

Same Rate Level 


Is Advocated 


Throughout South 


(By The AMOcmed Frew) 


ATLANTA, Ga., Feb. 26.— Rail- 
roads handling frieght south of the 
Potomac and Ohio Rivers and east 
of the Mississippi River advocate the 
same rate level for all points in the 
South, D. M. Goodwyn, traffic man- 
ager of the Louis\'ille and Nashville 
Railroad declared today before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission's 
class rate hearing "When he resumed 
the stand irom over Saturday 
Features of Mr. Goodwjn's testi- 
mony were the declaration that the 
railroads had misunderstood the or- 
der of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission lelatne to submission of pro- 
posal 
on less than 
car load com- 
modity rates and 
had prepared no 
proposal for submission at this hear- 
ing and the prediction of Mr. Good- 
wyn that even though trie railroads 
are now proposing- to accept an in- 
crease 
in freight rates along 
the 
coast, it would not be long- after such 
rates are raised before the railroads 
would- have to request lower scales 
m order to meet water competition. 
In connection with the testimony 


designed to establish .the feasibility 
of having the same rate level for all 
points in the South. Mr. Goodwyn de- 
clared that there was no reason for 
rates being lower, in the Carolinas 
than in Georgia or Mississippi. 
Rates m the Carolinas, 
now are 
lower than in other sections because 
of action of the Public Service Com- 
mission it was brought out, and par- 
ticularly is this true of the state of 
North Carolina. 
The carriers fax-or increase of rates, 
according to the railroad's proposal, 
in the Carolinas to levels which would 
bring the present rates on shipments 
between points -within the two states 
from a point without to a point be- 
yond, wouhf be increased about 20 
per cent, over present rates. 
Attacking the 
proposals 
of the 


shippers that mileage be the hasis for 
computing rates. Mr. Goodwjn de- 
clared that the carriers opposed this 
because their own judgments ,'i fix- 
ing rates with the view of competing 
with other lines. 
Under the proposals of the ship- 
pers, rat" to points would be fig- 
ured on t!.'~ mileage basis, but in the 
event two lines serve the same point, 
and one has a longer haul than the 
other then the rate would be made 
the same in order to eliminate com- 
petition because of the mileage sy- 
stem, according 
to C. B. Cottrcll, 
counsel 
for the 
Southern Traffic 
League. 
The hearing will be resumed to- 
morrow.

Still in Paris

PARIS, Feb. 26.—An embassy that 
is not an embassy and an ambassador 
who is not an an^baaaador! 
That'a the situation in a mammoth 
house at No. 79 Rue de Crenelle here, 
embassy of the provisional .Russian 
Government, the Government of Ker- 
ensky, non-existent for last five years. 
There piesides M. Maklakoff, the un- 
fortunate. / 
It was in October. 1917, 
that Mak- 


lakoff left Petograd, a trusted Keren- 
sky lieutenant, cariying ci edentizils ad 
Ambassador of the Kusqlan Govern- 
ment to France. 
The trip thiough 
war-ravaged 
regions required 
two 
weeks 
He arrived on November 7, 
one day after the fall of the Kerensky 
Government. 
Credentials Useless. 


Under the old circumstance of no 


longer having any government to rep- 
resent, Maklakoff to over the Embas- 
sy. 
He never was able to present his 


credentials to the French Government 
for they were obsolete. 
And for more 


than five years he has held forth In 
the Embassy that is\ really no longer 
an Embassy, doing what he can iii 
a private way for Russian exiles who 
sought refuge 
in France when 
the 


Bolshevikl gained the upper hand in 
their own country. 
» 


Precisely at 2 o'clock ev«ry after- 


noon the ponderous street gates of the 
old house are thrown open. 
At odd 


intervals during the rest of the day- 
light hours all sorts of persons wend 
their way across the graveled court to 
the main doors 
There are no di- 


plomats and no Government officials 
among" them, however 
They 
are 


mostly Russian exiles seking help and 
information. 
Three JTn "Embassy." 


Inside the "Embassy" there appear 


to he only three persons—the door- 
man, who is almost too eager to be 
agreable 
and 
whose heavy 
shoes 


squeak 
loudly as he conducts the \is- 


itory to the "Ambassador", through 
narrow halls and up narrow winding: 
stairways a pretty Russian girl secre- 
taiy, who exercises jurisdiction in A 
room just outside the "Ambassador's'' 
private office, and the "Ambassador" 
himself. 


The "Ambassador's" position is not 


ajgreable, anci he admits it 
* "I have po government to represent, 
and there is no government to pay 
me," he eays,. 
"We do the best we 


can on private contributions." 


Maklakoff contrasted his situation 


here with that of Boris Bakmetief, 
Ambassador of the provisional Rus- 
sian Government to the United States. 


Bankmetief Fared Better. 


"BaTtmetief presented 
his creden- 


tials and was a regular Ambassador," 
Maklakoff said 
"And he lasted al- 


most five years longei than his Gov- 
ernment. 
I haie done better, but 


how much longe_r I shal be in this po- 
-ition I don't know. 
All my relations 


-with the French- Government are per- 
sonal and prlTate, and I don't think 
there will 'be any interference " 


In a far corner of the "Embassy" 


the Russian, co^jul-general, also rep- 
rensentmg the aefunct Kerensky go-* - 
ernment, has his office. 
Daily he vis- 


ited by scores of' persons wanting' help, 
chiefly in obtaining passports. 


The consul-general cannot issue a 


passport, neither can he -vise a pass- 
port, but he can certify to the French 
Government that the applicant for a 
passport is the person he represents 
himself to be. 
The French Govern- 


ment, under a League of Nations rul- 
ing, can grant to the Russian a. pass- 
port to traverse any European country 
with the exception of Russia, Poland 
and Germany. 


Thus d» ihe Russian exiles "carrv 


on" in Pans, still nursing- the faint 
hope that the revolutionists, as tney 
call themselves, may some tima In the 
future a~a..n be in power in Petro- 
grad.
